The Two Operas. — Mr. Lumley has requested that 
the statement which was copied from the Musical 
World, relative to the contemplated amalgamation of 
the two establishments, should be contradicted. 

The Royal Society of Musicians. — This useful 
society and important charity, by whose means a sum 
considerably above £2000 is annually distributed, in 
the best possible manner, amongst the indigent mem- 
bers of the Society and other poor musicians, gave to 
their honorary subscribers the usual treat of Handel's 
" Messiah," on the 12th and 14th June ; on which 
occasion they were assisted by the principal members 
of the profession, both vocal and instrumental. An 
annual subscriber of one guinea to this charity, or a 
life subscriber (costing only ten guineas), is entitled to 
both their concerts, morning and evening. 

Worcester Harmonic Society. — We are glad to 
see mention of the frequent meeting of this and other 
musical societies in the three cities where the triennial 
meeting of the choirs take place, because we have al- 
ways considered the cultivation of local chorus singers 
as the most probable means of maintaining these plea- 
sant festivals. On Friday, the 9th June, the above 
named society performed a selection from Mendels- 
sohn, Handel's " Messiah," and Haydn's "Creation." 
Mr. Done, of the Cathedral, conducted. Worcester is 
the city where the meeting of the choirs takes place 
this year in September. 

Mendelssohn's Hymn of Praise and Mozart's 
Twelfth Mass were given by the Eastern Harmonic 
Society, at Poplar, on the 12th June, to a large assem- 
blage of the inhabitants of that neighbourhood.

Mr. Hullah's new Music Hall is now fast rising 
in Long Acre, and it is hoped that the roof will be on 
before the end of the autumn. The progress of this 
work is good evidence of the interest still felt in class 
tuition, notwithstanding the difficulties of bad trade 
and little money. 

Miss Dolby's Concert was remarkable for the pro- 
duction of several pieces by Mendelssohn, some of them 
old favourites. The overture to " St Paul," and the 
Serenade and Allegro Giojoso (Op. 44) for piano, with 
orchestra, played by Mr. Lindsay Sloper ; but others 
quite new, including a new anthem, " Why, O Lord," 
composed to Dr. Broadley's version of the thirteenth 
psalm. It is to be hoped that this latter composition 
may soon be in print. 

Dundee. — Music seems to be taking root in North 
Britain, and producing goodly fruit. On the 20th June 
a concert was given in the Watt Institution Hall by the 
members of the Dundee Choral Society. More than 
500 persons were present to hear a well selected pro- 

framme : the first part sacred, fro.m the works of Han- 
el, Mozart, and Haydn, followed by a miscellaneous 
second part. 

The Ode to Pope Pius IX., which appeared in our 
42nd and 43rd Numbers, was performed at the Horti- 
cultural Gardens, Chiswick, on the fete of the 10th 
June, by the Royal Horse Guard (blue) band, it having 
been arranged for a full military band by their master, 
Mr. Tutton. 

A Lecture of Sacred Music was given by Mr. 
John Herberte at the great room of the Eyre Arms, 
St. John's Wood, on the 29th June, which are preli- 
minary to classes being established in that neighbour- 
hood. 

The Oxford Commemoration takes place on the 
4th July and following days. In addition to the usual 
public performance, Haydn's Oratorio the " Creation " 
will be the principal feature of the meeting. 

The Sixth Series of Sacred Concerts at Crosby Hall 
terminated on the 28th ult. The principal features of 
the last concert were a quartet by Mendelssohn (first 
time of performance), sung by Misses Rainforth and 
Steele, Messrs. Brandt and Machin ; a clever duet by 
Miss Mounsey ; and an organ duet, the subject being 
a German hymn, with variations, brilliantly developed 
by Miss Mounsey and Miss Collier.
